The question w hether Congressmen 
w ill b e deprived cf their old - tim e 
prerogative of nam ing the postmasters 
in their districts, is not yet clearly 
settled. 
Congressman Watson was one 
of the first to inquire w hether the re­ 
port was true, and he received the fol­ 
lowing reply from Postm aster General 
O ortolyou: 


Hon. 
Jam es E. 
Watson, Rushville, 
Ind. 
My Dear S ir: 
Your letter ot the 
15th inst. has b een received, and in 
reply I b eg to say that the recent state­ 
m ent in the press which, at t^e request 
of the Preesident. I made at the con­ 
clusion of a Cab inet meeting, namely, 
that for the present at least the gen­ 
eral 
policy regarding appointm ents 
would he to retain incumb ents during 
satisfactory service, covers'the ground 
fully. 
This refers to positions of all 
grades and applies to postmasters as 
well as to other officials of the Post- 
office Departm ent.

This reply would indicate that the 
adm inistration intends to retain pres­ 
ent. postm asters if their service has 
Imm’u satisfactory, and Mr. Watson un ­ 
derstands the reply in that light. 
And yet, 
Louis Ludlow, in this 
m orning's Indiiiana)>nlis Star conveys 
the idea that the pressure was ¡applied 
so strongly b y the Congressmen all 
over the country that the Postoffice 
D epartm ent has hacked down. 
He 
say s: 
The latest indication is that someb ody 
has capitulated, and that, that someb ody 
is not the Congressmen. The Postmaster 
G eneral’s determination to extend the 
merit system to pi esidential post masters, 
as well as fourth class officials, has snf 
fered a severe strain. 
The new policy 
after b eing id vogue only a ffew days, 
has b een modified. 
In fact, it has given 
place to another rule, which is to the 
effect that ^whenever a 
pi esidential 
post m aster’s term expires, he will step 
down and out, unless he can secure the 
indorsement of his CoDgressmau for 
reappointments. 
“ Several memb ers of Congress who 
called on the Postm aster General were 
assured that the adm inistration would 
not encroach on their old-time preroga­ 
tive of recommending {¡residential post­ 
masters, b ut that he y will have no more 
to say ab out the removal of fourth class 
officials. 
“ This is a direct face ab out, as far as 
presidential appointments are concern­ 
ed. from the policy laid down b y the 
Postm aster Geueral ouly a few days 
aso ”

EIGHT IN SALOON 


The b ug b ear of “ cub e-root” will 
not exist to frighten the students of 
the Rushville schools after the close 
of the present term of school, accord­ 
ing to a decision of the State Board 
of Education, which was arrived at 
the last m eeting of that b ody. 
The move on the ]>art of the b oard 
is an indication of the pruning process 
which is in operation, the tendency 
b eing toward the elim ination of points 
in the conrse of study which are irre ­ 
valent and ob 8lete. 
It has b een dis­ 
covered that cub e root is never used 
outside the school roof, and so is to 
b e among the things elim inated. 
This, 
however, is not the only one to go, 
and the report 
of the 
committees 
which w ill b e presented ab out March 
30th, ¡¡may contain other recommenda­ 
tions. 
According to the instructions given 
the several committees which 
were 
appointed, there w ill b e a thorough 
and rigid exam ination of the whole 
conrse ¡of study, and when the report 
comes in there may he some additions 
as well as elim inations recommended. 
The idea is to make the conrse of study 
in the schools of the State compact 
and up-to-date, so that no energy may 
he expended upon any sub ject that 
does not promise not only results, b ut 
the very b est results. 
Old forms have 
m aintained their hold upon the pub ­ 
lic m ind w ith the tenacity of idolatry, 
and likely some of the old idols which 
have lost their influence on the ad ­ 
vancing civilization, w ill b e b roken 
to pieces and relegated to the rub b ish 
heap

so thoroughly coached that they fear 
to make their 
names pub lic, it is 
learned that District Attorney C. B 
Morrison is seeking evidence concern 
ing the price retail dealers in cheats 
were forced to pay the packers and 
the price some of the packing concerns 
have b een paying the cattle raisers for 
b eef on the hoof. 
The three most iin 
port ant 
witnesses

along this line were R. C. Howe, gen­ 
eral manager for Armour & Co.. at 
Omaha, and T. *vk Kelly, retail meat 1 
dealer at Cedar Rapids.

Seven of the men who 
have testified have received their pay ! 
and have left Chicago. 
Swamped with names of would-b e 
witnesses tor the inquiry. District At­ 
torney 
Morrison announces that if 
twenty-five or fifty witnesses give evi­ 
dence sufficient for indictment the in­ 
vestigation will close with their testi-1 
mony. 
Sine» the investigation b egan j 
the names of witnesses have b een roll-1 
ing In to ttie prosecutor’s office b y the j 
score, b ut sub poenas are not b eing j 
issued for these persons. 


W ashington. March 24.—F. H. Wake­ 
field. docket clerk of the house of rep­ 
résen tai os, has prepared a statem ent 
showing the amount of work done b y 
the 5f 
congress just closed. 
It 
shows that the numb er of b ills and res­ 
olutions introduced aggregated 20,074. 
The various 
house coipmittees re­ 
ported on a total of 4.904 measures, 
including senate acts and resolutions. 
The house passed 11,556 of its own 
b ills 
and resolutions during the sec 
ond session and 551 of the 620 senate 
acts and resolutions that had b een 
reported from committees. 
At the 
close of the session it left unacted on 
the union calendar 112 b ills of which 
30 originated in the senate, having 
passed 247 of the 359 b ills and reso­ 
lutions referred to that calendar to 
which there were referred 409 b ills 
and resolutions, only 64 remained un­ 
acted upon, of which 53 were of house 
origin and 11 of the senate. 
On the 
private calendar, to which was refer­ 
red a total of 3.841 b ills, and resolu­ 
tions. 232 remained unacted upon, of 
which 28 were of senate origin. Of the 
house b ills sent to the senate for con­ 
currence only 122 failed to b e acted 
ou. while ¿5 house b ills were intlefi 
nitely postjtoned in the senate (large­ 
ly private pension b ills and mostly 
b ecause of the death of the proposed 
b eneficiary). 
For the 
same reason 
the senate recalled 2») of its own b ills 
after the house committees had 
favor­ 
ab ly reported them. 
Of all the house 
b ills sent to the president for his ap­ 
proval only one failed to receive his 
signature and b ecome a law'.

If these fail there are various other 
ways. 
When the end of the first 
period closes and the student prob ab ly 
has no other study the rem ainder of 
the afternoon, he gently takes his hat 
from the cloak room and softly treads 
along the hall nntil he reaches the 
enter door and in two m inutes, if he 
gets past the first door, ho is np town, 
happy as a lark. 
The next day the 
reaction comes and he is told in a 
nice, soft, pliab le voice that he had 
b etter go home and get a good rest 
nntil his parents come to school with 
him to~ vouch for his good intentions. 
Along w ith ¡¡spring fever the dread­ 
ful plague of “ puppy love” infests 
the school, and thetearhers try to nip 
this disease in the b ud b ecause it is 
practically as 
b ad as 
the hookey 
disease. Strenuous efforts are mad« to 
weed these two diseases out of the 
school, b ecause they have the same 
effect upon the school that smallpox 
does upon a city —kill it.

How to Make an Ex cellent Remedy 
F or t ou c h * . 
These are ex cellent for coughs and 
colds and pleasant to the taste, says 
the P ittsburg Chroniele-Telegraph. Cut 
a small package of pressed horehound 
herb into thirty-tw o portions and make 
a pint of tea from one of them. 
This 
is done by bringing it to a boil, just as 
in making ordinary tea. 
Then strain 
it aud place the decoction in a two 
quart iron saucepan, add to it two 
pounds of granulated sugar and set 
over a bright fire to boil. 
W ash the inside of the kettle to the 
sirup’s edge and add a dimeful of pure 
cream of ta rta r which has l>eeu dissolv­ 
ed in a tablesiKionful of w ater. 
I>o not 
stir the m ix ture when it is boiling, and 
let it l>oil rapidly for ten or twelve 
minutes. 
At this point the sirup Rhouid appear 
quite thick, and when a spoonful of it 
is dropped into cold w ater anti then 
pinched between the thum b and fingers 
it should l» e very brittle and snap like 
glass. 
Tlte trouble with such candles 
is th at they are not allowed to boil long 
enough, and consequently they become 
sticky soon after they are made. 
W hen the portion shows the “hard 
crack” it is done, and it must be re 
moved quickly from the fire and j*our 
ed in small drops over tIre surface of an 
oiled m arble slab or 
011 oiled sheets of 
tin.
